Jim Garrison, Making Inquiries in Dallas", noted that WOOD was 
in Dallas as of that time but had been in touch with the Houston 
office in early 1967. In 1967 Subject was exccutivo vice presidont 
of tha Houston Tribune Publishing Company. Subject's father, 
William Clarence WOOD Sr., is a banker in Lubbock, Texas 
(Lubbock National Bank). Subject's middle name has been reported 
as both Clarence and Clarens, 


4. It is recognized that Subject's wish to establish contact with 
CIA tay result from personal animosity toward the Agency (see 
paragraph 4 of reference}, from attempted provocation by Garrison, 
or from both, Itis considered, however, that as long as our role 
remains passive and non-committal, there is no major risk involved 
ia determining whether he has significant security information to 
communicate. *
